The invasion was the 17th

It enabled the 
Americans to throw an air 
and naval blockade across 
Jopan's shipping lanes to the 
south and opened the way for 
a two-way aerial assault on 
the M^loyt peninsula.

CORREGIDOR, March 2 (U.PJ— Gen. Douglas MacArthur today completed fulifllhnont of 
hia famed "I^flhal).retnr,n" pl«j£:G,TCith nitomi of the inJaiKi fortrens of : Corregidor, wherp 
30,000 ill and starving American troops surrendered- to overwhelming Japanoae forces May 
6, 194?. BlacArthur'a return to Corregidor came less than two weelc4 after U. S. poratpoopa 
spearheaded a landing on the island which guards tho entrance to Manila bay, 
MacArthur in ceremonies at the Corregidor parade ground paid tribute to the' troops 

who wrested the "rock" from 
its Japanese defenders. 



House Passes Slot Machine, 
Race Bills; No School Change 

BOISE, March 7 (/T) — The house la a knock-down,' dras-oul battle 
today passed a measure legaUdng slot machines and other coln-opemted 
gambllriK devices tn non-profit clubs after the opposition resorted to the 
llrst call of the house of this session. 

The measure passed 33-33 after the sergeant- at- arms forced seven 
mcmbera to return for the call. 

The chamber yesterday dpproved 
_ biU IcEtalliing horse racing and 
parl-mutuel betting, and in debating 
tor the slot machine measure minor- 
ity Leader A. R. McCobe. R., Bcne- 
.woh, ureed MatvoMis "to gtow up 
with the times." 

Rep. Erwln Gchwlebert. R., Can- 
yon, forced the call of the house 
on the slot machine blU, and doors 
to botii house chamber and eoUery 
were locked 1G minutes whUe the 
atisent members were rounded up. 

McCabe said tho machines "would 
do tt'lot of good in smnU towns »m- 
able to raise money from other 
sources. 



They could be operated only in 
trotemal and similar orgaoLzatlone, 
which could prove they were ot a 
non-profit nature by displaying » 
federal Income tax exemption, cer- 
tlllcate. 

Each machine would be licensed 
1100 and two and one-half times 
that amount would have to be fur- 
nished fay the club to a charity each 

"We're not opening slot machines 
to the general public In grocery 
stores and other establishments," 
McCabe declared.

Smith, commanding officer ot the 
prisoner of war camp, Rupert, told 
tho Joint meeting of Buhl Klwanls 
and Rotary dubs how a targe pris- 
oner of war camp Is conducted and 
monaaed, and related some ot hb 
experiences In the Rupert camp. 

Ho italcd that guards watch 
toners stationed around the camp, 
and that It Is all surrounded by 
doublg wire fences, with the space 
iKtween the fences patrolled by war 
dogs wlUch have been trained to be 
vicious and to apprehend prisoners. 

'Tlio dogs are on duty four hours 
and oft elsht, and the space Is 
patrolled by the dogs 24 hours 
day. "Therc ls "vftMch dlltevcntc" 
the attitude of Iho prisoners receiv- 
ed now and In those taken during 
the fbst of the war, Uie colonel said. 
Then they were cocky and sncetlng. 
but tliDse now are resigned and ~ 
lo want things over os soon as 
siblc. 

Colonel Smith explained .that the 
nupcrt camp hsd 17 branch camps 
lost year which supplied labor for 
farming areas, mostly In southeast* 
cm Idaho. Tills year Uicy are pisn- 
nlUK (o maintain 3i camps, to reach 
over southern and south western 
Idaho, OS well. He explained that 
the United States Bovemmcnt Is 
paid Hie prevailing wage by the 
farmers for this prisoner help, out 
of which Ihc prisoner receives 80 
cents a day, the balance of the wsge 
going to defray the cost of the 
camps, tlie branch camps and trans- 
portation lo and from jolw.

If 
a prisoner docs not work or refuiu 
to go out, he loses his regular ra- 
tions and' Is put on bread and water 
tor two weeks.

iPerbaps vo're cynical, but It strikes us that 
tlie streak of stubborn cusscdnesa in the 
American character may defeat ttio purpose 
of War MobiUzer Byrnes' mldnlEht curfew 
order. Just as It defeated prohibition. That 
Isn't a new thought. But the fact that 1( 
popped Into many heads as soon as the cur- 
lew ;was announced only atrenghtens 
'contention. 

It also Strikes us that Mr. Byrnes may have 
vorde'd the order In a way to aggravate our 
nOitlve fitubbomness. Certainly no one can 
quBTiei with hla intentions. We're all for any- 
thlhg that will save scares material and man- 
power and hasten victory. And most of us^ 
wtil-agree-thatrexcept-forBOiaier£raiid"saiIors" 
on leave, anyone who attaches prime Im- 
portance to having tun In times like these 
is a moral moron. 

DoubUe^ the Byrnes cuflew won't effect 
any great savings. Only a few big cities allow 
amusement places to slay ofen until 3 or 4 
o'clock. Kmy cities and states nJrcady have 
;:;plldiiljEJit'closlng laws for bars, which are the 
;inast numerous of the establishments af- 
elected. Most others have 1 or 2 o'clock cur- 
: lews. 

' . As for transportation economy, schedules 
^ill have to bo maintained for night workers 
-abroad after 12, curlew or not. And the cur- 
Ifow's effect win scarcely bo drastic enough 
to save manpower by forcing many waiters, 
entertainers, bartcndors and hat -check 
girls Into other employment. For most of 
them it will Just mean shorter hours and less 
pay. 

. Granted that the saving will be small. It 
(Is still worth achieving. And there may bo 
jother savings, efficiency and perhaps a curb 
ion Inflationary spending. Mr. Byrnes didn't 
ipicntlon these thhigs. in fact, it seems to us 
•that he expressed himself rather unhai^lly. 
j He didn't specify that the curfew was 
jtemporary, though logically It might be. He 
pld specify that restaurants that serve liquor 
lay continue to serve food If they close their 
at midnight. Ho also specified that night 
[ubs, which likewise are restaurants, may 
mt stay open after midnight, even with their 
lars closed, because they are "places of 
imusement." 
That sounds mora like a stop-havlng-fun 
irder than a soal-saving directive. It 1b. we 
[tear, Just blue-nosed enough to Invite speak- 
fmles and black-market entertalnment^as If 
ms didn't have enough trouble already. 
l,lt wlU be a pity if that fear Is JusUfled. 
Mr. Byrnes' Idea deserves whole-hearted co- 
bperatlon. The curfew will affect only a 
plnute segment of our population, and the 
'sacrifice" it requires Is too trivial to discuss, 
lut the Idea was presented in such a way as 
3 - Invite the reaction that prohibition 
roused. Perhaps another, franker statement 
ly Mr. Byrnes might remedy the damage 
efors It's done. 



MAKING RESEARCH PAY OFF 
Sen. Pat McCarran, of our neighboring state 
if Nevada sees no reason why postwar re- 
learch in military aviation cannot be done 
[hrough facilities of private Industry, for the 
Itlmate good of industry and prosperity- as 
roll as of national defense. Neither do we. 
No one today can doubt the necessity of 
mtlnulng aviation research. And few be- 
[eve that our private aviation Industry with 
is existing plants and trained personnel. Is 
Jot the place to do It. But usually the military 
Ispect of such research Is stressed, with the 
ftnplicatlon that the program, though nec- 
jssary. would be economically unproductive. 
' Mr. McCarran, writing in the magazine 
ftahes. doesn't consider such waste inevlt- 
blc. He suggests that military research de- 
elopments can be made available to air 
pnsport operators In the form of Improved 
Ititilpment. By reducing air transportation 
bsts and Increasing air commerce, he moln- 
aInB, ,"the cost of such research will prove 
t) be an investment rather than an out-of- 
iocket expense." 

* His contention is borne out by the history 
V .wartime research.

By the dictum of ths majrity 
opinion, upholding tho conviction of 
Korematsu, tt now we'were at-War 
with Russia, all children and de- 
scendants of Immigrants from old 
Russia. Including many of our 
Influential union leaden, could be 
rounded up and Interned Indefbiltely 
In desert camps. Probably, In tho 
long run, they would lose not only, 
their liberty but their properlr as 
well through Inevitable neglect, de- 
preciation and sale at distress 

Ironically, Felix Frankfurter, who 
concurred In a separate opinion, be- 
ing a native of Austria, a country 
with which we find ourselves at 
would seem to offer lilmself for 
internment as an unreliable per- 
son. However I soy only that Frank- 
furter "would seem" to do this be- 
cause. In common with some ot his 
brethren, l ha ve difficulty under. 



Btsiraihs hlo opmionK-anfl-iim-ever 
mindful of his proviso that to draw 
plain meanings with plain language 
Is to Indulge in pernicious over- 
simplification. Obviously it Is even 
more liasardous to draw plain mean- 
ings from langusge wtilch, what- 
ver Its other virtues, certainly Is 
ot plain. 

Justice Black, on old klansman, 
nk note of the contention, upheld 
( other Justices, that Korematsu

"Korematsu." he says, tor the 
court, "waa not excluded from tha 
military area becauss ot hostility to 
r his race. Ha waa excluded be- 
we are at war with the Jap- 
emplre" and because the mili- 
tary authorities on the west coosl 
decided tluit military urgency de- 
manded that all citizens of Japan- 
ese ancestry l>e temporarily segre- 
gated from the west coast. From 
that, I believe, a logical mind would 
proceed to the conclusion that If 
ililler bad not attacked Russia and, 
presently, this nation had gone to 
war against both Germany and 
liuMla, all persons of Oerman and 
Russian anc entry. Including many 
who were most active and Influential 
In the poUtlcal action committed tn 
' e lata election, could t>a deported 
concentration campa. At this very 
moment. Indeed. Senator Robert 
Wegner, not a descendant of Ger- 
man Immigrants but, like Frank- 
furter, an immigrant, himself, is at 
liberty only by virtue of tho fore- 
bearance of tho military authorities, 
and F. H. La Ouardla, too. If It

Justice Murphy, dissenting, relied 
n an imputation ot probable dis- 
loyalty to Korematsu, strictly on 
the ground of undiluted racial strain, 
by LleuL-Qcn. D« Witt, then com- 



maruler ot tha western datensa com- 
mand, who further renuAed. ' in- 
formally, that "a Jap'a a Jap." Ur. : 
Murphy seemed to poller with tha 
majority momentarll; whan ha 
not«d the absence of evidence that 
Individuals bad so - bobsTed as- to 
Justify their "exclusion u • srpup.*. .. 
Apparently, it some number of them 
had so behaved, ha would have been 
willing to consider tba exclusion of 
Innocent among the sullty.

Korematsu bod been convict- 
ed of an set not commonly a crime, 
to wit "being present In a' stala 
whereof he was a citizen, near the 
phice when he was born aixl where, 
all Ills life, he had lived." A German 
alien enemy, an Italian alien enemy, 
or even, a native sop ot native an- 
ccstora with a personal record of 
treason, but out on parole, aU were 
exempt from tho order while, this 
loyal native «-aa ordered away and 
punished for his refusal to leave.

Where now does the prevailing 
opinion leave us In the field of ra- 
cial dlscrbnlnatlon, according to the 
supreme court? 

For all his effort to deny the ra- 
cial consideration, the Black opin- 
ion floula tha principle ot fair em- 
ployment practice la domeatli; In- 
dustry and ccsnmlts the court In ad- 
to repudiation of the an tl -dis- 
crimination scheme proposed in tho 
state of Hev York. For If, as ho aays, 
Korematsu could be punished be- 
cause wo are at war with a coun- 
try which, as tar as we know, hs 
1, by Imprlsotmient In a 
concentration camp, then surely it la 
- lesser deprivation. If, legally. It 
n be called any deprlvaUon at all, 
to deny a man a Job for any arbi- 
trary reason. This, however, now la 
the law ol the land.nnd mllilona at , 
the-,bcst native Amerlcani, are In ' 
danger of arbitrary imprlsoiuncnt by 
order of local military commanders 
only becsuse their poronla or even 
their grandparents come from CJer- 

And, by this dictum, hsd Russia 
been Germany's ally when our coun- 
try went to war, much of tho docnl- 
nant personnel ot tho poUUcal ac- 
tion committee would be subject to 
the same treatment today.

"For thirteen yean we hod a lovC' 
ly boy In the house. Over night he 
chanEcd and there Is no peace, no 
qulot hour In tho day. While he Is 
In the house we org In an uproar: 
when he ts out we are worrylns 
obout him, wondering where ho Is, 
what he li doing, hoping he Isn't 
getting Into trouble. 

"He lias tieen brought up care- 
full}'. He is In ptrfect health— tho 
right weight and height, lnt«Illgent. 
fine In school atui liked by everybody 
outside tha house. At home ho is 
simply torrlble. Nothing irulls him. 

"I try to cook what bo lUcei and 
he finds fault before ho . lifts his 
fork. Ilry to keep his clothes in good 
condition, supply him with every- 
thing ha needs, and he snimhles and 
growlt and throws hla things about 
and Eoj's he looks like a rag-plckor. 
The fact Is he is the beit-drcssed boy 
In tile Echool. 

"He doesn't wont to stay In the 
house a minute. We have a radio, k 
piano, books and. we liy to plan 
pleasant evenings but H U all no use. 
What li the mailer!" 

Probably the boy grew up while 
hts lather and mother were still 
tending him as a child.

They follow the line when there Is 
no longer need for It This boy does 
not want his mother to buy hii 
clothes. H« wants to buy ihim him- 
self and he should have been taught 
to do that years bsck. He docs not 
want to have his mesls chosen for 
him day otter day. He would Ilka 
to be consulted. He mliht even like 
to do some of tho marketing and the 
cooking. Some do, you know. He does 
not want the same radio programs 
as his parents do and above all ha 
docs not want tho quiet they sur- 
round themselves with. 

Adolescent boys and gltli want 
lively fun, noisy mujlc, gsy group 
life and that miani a houso wide 
open. Open It. It wilt only be a few 
yean until they leive soa the house 
and the quiet ot It Bhoro life with 
them now because this li your last 
chance to became their friends. Par- 
ents must turn into friends ot their 
children or Joae them.

Way Back When 

Almost synonymous with the de- 
iclopmen't of hone breeding 
Nortli American conUnent 
history of the Quarter horse. Early 
Spanish explorers brought with 
them horsca ot the Barb and Ara- 
bian descent, to tho new country. 
Some of the horses escaped, and 
begin In a tnvorablc environment, 
bred and multiplied prolltlcnlty. 

Thus when the early colonists 
began pushing beyond the moun- 
tain rnogea they found tho country 
well Dtocked with descendants ot tho 
Bpanlsh borsfa. The native ponies 
mien caught and tamed were Weal 
for work wlth' cattlc. One of the 
earliest sports ot the colonists waa 
pony races down the main street ot 
the frontier villages. They «sed tho 
main street for tho race track be- 
se It was Uie longest and smooth- 
clear stretch available. The dis- 
tance was invariably a quarter mile 



or leu. nnd so the name Quarter 
horse Was applied. 

The Quarter hone, along with the 
pioneer, migrated across Kentucky 
and Tennessee, Into IlUnols and 
Missouri, through the Indian terri- 
tory and Into Texas. There they 
met Ihch' cmultis who had been In- 
troduced Into Ufxlco by the con- 
queror Cortei. The two horses bo 
similar In heritage and tradition 
merged and the resultant pony be- 
came more completely than ever the 
Ideal cow pony. 

Ho could carry hU rider to 
and rope and work cattle all day 
and still had strength and enthusi- 
asm to take on • pony raca for t 
quarter of a mile in the evening. Hie

spread across the cow country. 

Unusual BlrentUi 
Tho Quarter horse Is characterized 
by a short body, extreme muscular 
development, well-set legs which 
contribute to his ability for rodeo 
and ranch work. The .unusual 
strength in the quarter and loin 
enables him to start quickly and 
"turn on a dime," and his Intelli- 
gence and native "cow sense" are 
Important attributes of a good 
Quarter horse 'The besd Is wide be- 
tween the eyes and short.
